ARITHMETIC AND READING 

Special programs to improve ability to get the 
thought from the printed page and to, correctly cast 
a column of figures were worked out with considerable 
degree of success. The result of this work was 
measured by the use of Monroe standardized tests in 
reading and in arithmetic. The results are given here- 
with. 

In reading the ability of the child to get the 
thought from the printed page is expressed in terms of 
“comprehension.” In arithmetic the results of var- 
ious tests were combined, after making due allowance 
for the varying difficulties of different tests, into a 
single score. The results in the two subjects for the, 
several schools follow together with a statement of

From the above results it will be seen that all 
prades at Number 2 school made up the deficiency in 
arithmetic and the fifth grade surpassed the standard 
set by more than a year or in other words reached the 
6th grade standard.

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It may be noted that only Grades six at Number 
2 and 3 schools fell below the standards set. In each 
case this was only the fractional part of a year. O- 
ther grades were substantially above in most cases.

A study of the attendance data is not wholly re- 
assuring. There is a vast amount of absence much of 
which might be avoided. Parents must realize the 
importance of punctuality and regular attendance. 
One per cent increase in attendance means many per 
cent increase in the efficiency of school work. Par- 
ents may sustain the efforts of the teacher by seeing 
that children are in school when they are well more 
than by any other means.

In order that parents may benefit from the ex- 
amination made it will be necessary to seek the ad- 
vice of a physician when certain. defects in the physi- 
cal condition of the child. The cases of defective 
vision are 25 per cent of the total number of pupils 
examined. Correction of these cases would improve 
the health of the children. Twenty five per cent have 
defective hearing, 75 per cent of children have defec:- 
tive teeth, 50 per cent have enlarged tonsils, 35 per 
cent have adenoids, and forty-five per cent are under- 
weight. The record is rather poor. It is sincerely 
hoped that the parents of children when they receive 
a statement of some difficulty from the examining phy- 
sician will seek advice and endeavor thus to improve 
the physical health and the ability of the child to do 
school work. | 

There follows the report of the supervisor of 
music. 

I wish to take this opportunity of expressing to 
the members of the school board my hearty thanks

I present herewith my sixth annual report as sup- 
ervisor of music in the Hampstead schools. 

The supervisor of music visits the schools once 
a week to give lessons and plan the work in general. 
The grade teachers carry on the work and if they show 
sympathetic interest, the children are encouraged to 
make their best efforts. A large percentage of the 


success of the work in music is due to the constant 


helpfulness of the teachers. Most of the children do 
creditable work in music. 

First Studies in Sight Singing , a book for primary 
grades by Hollis Daun is being used in the lower 
grades, while in the upper grades the songs in the 
Congdon Music Reader prove a source of delight to 
all who study them. 

The work is being carried on in the usual way. Hach 
year, aS we hope, this course of study worked out in 
connection with the text books and other devices 
brings us as a group of schools, nearer to the aims 
which we have in mind in this work. These aims are: 
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First, to have the pupils study vocal music as a 
language, understanding how to read and sing it ac- 
curately. 

second, to develop as completely as possible the 
natural ability of each child to sing tunefully and to 
help those who lack this ability to acquire it. 

Third, to educate the pupils taste in music so that 
the appeal and the cultural value of all good music 
shall be real and effective in their lives. 

I have made approximately one-hundred and sev~ 
enty visits in Hampstead during the past school year.
